But. zott! In this rush of telegrams,--in this 
E Sages that come from all parts 
ice á and fle’ the voices of all European 
the gómeral joy. What can be the meaning of 
this new anaouncement,—--what, can be the nature 
of this bitter drop, whith causes the foam of 
enthusiasm. to subside, and curdles our warm, 
mantling sympathies ? italy must be free, for the 
Emperor has said it, and who but the unbelieving, 
ungenerous, untrusting Times hesitates to believe 
the Emperor? Yet, this enthronement of the Pope, 
and this restoration of the Grand Dukes.’ and this 
retention of Venetia and the Mincio by Austria, is 
an altered version of the first message from the 


popular sense, but in a Naro.eontc sense. Freedom is a 
word of many meanings, and it often takes its cclour trom 
the reflex ot the of the interest of the man who uses it. 
reedom in Sparta did not mean that the Helots were 
were not to be put to death if they grew too numerous or 
too troublesome. Freedom in Itaiy does not mean that 
the inhabitants are to have any voice in their own govern- 
ment. Italy is free, but it is free under Im con- 
ditions. Lombardy, eonquered by France and abandoned 
by Austria, has been tossed over to the King of Sa RDIxIA. 
Nobody can say that Lombardy is not free. She 
might have had notions of the renavation of the 
old Duchy as a Federal State, and Milan may have objec- 
tions to be made an appanage of Turin, but she had bet- 
ter from this time forward keep these follies to herself. 
She is free, and she must be satisfied. So also is Venice 
free. She is free under Austria. What more can she 
want? Surely she has not the folly to dream of the days 
of Dandolo! Austria will perhaps give her one of Aus- 
tria’s own Archdukes; and an army, whose bands shall 
enliven the Piazza Sdn Marco; and well-dressed officers, 
who shall add to the picturesque costumes that give life 
to the scene in that magnificent square. Is Venice dis- 
contented? ‘Then she does not know what freedom is, as 
Napoleon knows, and as our ultra- liberal friends in Eng- 
land know. But let her not speak foolish diseontents too 
loudly. It is only a slicce of Lombardy which has been 
handed over to Sardinia.—* Lombardy to the line of the 
Mincio.” Betwixt the “line” of the Mincio and Venetia 
there are two large rivers which run down to the Po, 
and the land watered by those rivers is thick with first- 
Class fortresses. It is the old Austrian iron gate by 
which she entered Italy at her will; it is the lair of 
Austrian despotism, to which she Yetired when 
there was danger in the plains. Hence, she could 
speed her tens of thousands to crush any nascent ex- 
position of diseontent. Ye free Sardinian. Lombards, 
who enjoy your freedom under the shadow of the 
western walls of these great fortresses, and ye 
liberated Venetians who as you cultivate your Conti- 
nental possessions, can look up to cannon that frown 
upon those eastern bastions, be not too loud in your trée 
talk. This country also is free. It lies between the 
Alps and the Adriatic, and it must be free. With Ve- 
nice it shares the honour of being free tinder Austria. 
But it is free xs a pure Anstrian possession—an outpost 
f the Tyrol, advancing like a wedge right into the 
body of Northern Italy; it is er unmed with troops and 
arms as it has ever been, and from it armies could 
be thrown out b: railways and might reach 
Milan or Venice in a few hours. Austria still 
has, and by this Treaty, is to continue to 
ha ve, this terrible Quadrangle. In those cities, there- 
fore. it were better to talk softly of the newly acquired 
freedom, and to congratulate each other in whispers 
upon the glorious consummation of their patron Em- 
peror’s promise of driving the Austrians from Italy and 
making her free from the Alps to the Adriatie. ‘Tus- 
cany and Modena are also free. They are free by 
their own acts, for they expelled their two Sovereigns,

Morning Star on the Papacy :— 

From the fairest age of the fairest Florence down to 
this present nay, when she knows not who is her master 
from the League of Cambray tothe Peace of Villa- 
franca--- the Pope has been made the great troubler of 
Italy. His temporal sovereignty has more than undone 
the mild influences of hig spiritual supremacy. As head 
of the Church, it: was his thrice blessed function to chas- 
ten the ambition of kings and t e passions of nations-— 
to throw his pastoral staff into the one scale against the 
sword of violence in the other, and torebuke the war- 
like antipathies of race by the lessons of a gospel of 
universal brotherhoud. But as a temporal Prince, the 
Pope had temporal interests to maintain—a terri- 
tory to enlarge, a political influence to ren- 
der predominant. Henee the fierce strifes and 
pernicious alliances of medieval Italy. Hence 
that internecine struggle between the noblest 
municipalities in the world and the rudest of aristocra- 
cies. Hence the entrance into the peninsula of foreign 
though Christian Powers, to inflict upon it worse suffer- 
ings than it had sustained in the day of Rome’s great 
judgment from their barbarian fathers. If the Frank 
and German, the Swabe and the Spaniard, vexed Italy 
with periodical invasions, ravaged its fertile fields and 
opulent cities year after year, age after age, till they 
had reduced it to the likeness of murdered and 
dismembered beauty, it is mainly because there 
was enthroned on the Tiber an unnatural, spec- 
tral authority ; an impossible combination of priest 
and king; a priest without the influence of 
unworldly sanctity; a king without the spirit of patriot- 
ism, the sagacity of a statesman, or the valor of a sol- 
dier ; a shadow clothed in the purple of empire, but 
wielding neither sword nor sceptre, save in the imagi- 
nation of mankind, and nowhere so little reverenced as 
within the walls of his own chief city. 

Yet it is the Pope who is the sole unquestioned gainer 
by Louig Napoleon’s war of Italian liberation. Whether 

Surdinia and Lombardy gain anything will depend upon 
the willingness of the latter to merge its identity in the 
former ; and npon the consent of the French Dictator 
to the revival of the Piedmontesé constitution for their 
common benefit. The resignation of Connt Cavour, if 
that event have indeed taken place, is a fatal indication 
that Sard.nia is more than. dissatisfied or dis- 
appointed. "Whether Tuscany, Parma, and Modena, 
have gained anything but the restoration of their 
Austrian princes is sadly uncertain. Whether 
Venetia will reckon nominal incorporation with 
an Italian Confederation a substantial acknow- 
ledgement of her heroic efforts in 1848-9 
aiso remains to be seen. But this is certain ; 


the Pope has gained as much as he could have expected | 


had Lis been the huadred thousand soldiers and the 
fifty millionsof money which France has contributed 
for his elevation to the “honorary presidency’; of the 
Confederation. The ambition of a Hildebrand or a 
Julius might have been satisfied by the extraordinar 

fortune that has befallen the meek and lowly 
Pius IX., whose heart would, we believe, have been 
content with a religious brotherhood or a parish cure. 
‘There is nothing in the romance of the Papacy to 
surpass it. But last week, the Pope was protege to 
General Goyon, and patron to 
A foreign commander was keeper of his person, and 
master of his capital ; while foreign hirelings rifled 
the houses of his revolted subjects. There was not 
a throne or principality in the world so want- 
ing in pride and stability, and all that doth 
belong to earthly kings, as that of him 
who elaims to be the likes heavenly.’’ Now, 
he is uplitted above his brother monarchs — uplifted 
on the shields of conquering France and vanquished 
Austria; set at the head of a comnionwealth of princes, 
stretching from the Alps to Calabria. Himself an Italian 
but by accident of birth—the elect of the College of Car- 
dinals, which is but in part Italidn—his possible successor 
an Englishman or a Spaniard—he is made President of 
the Italian Confederation, and will of course be maintain- 
ed in that position by an army formed of contingents from 
every State in the Peninsula, the Austrian-Venice not 
excepted. .

DEATH OF THE BrsHor or SIRRRA Leons.—We have 
to record the death of the Right Rev. Dr. J. Bowen, 


‘| of Sierra Leone, the third prelate of that see since its esta- 


blishment in 1852. Dr. Bowen was for some years a resident 
in Canada, and, having come to this country in 1842, entered 
as a student of Trinity College, Dublin, where in due course 
he graduated. He was ordained by the present Bishop of 
Durham, who had at that time the e supervision of 
the diocese of Ripon. In 1847 he went to ine and the 
East, and retnrued to England in 1851. Afterwards he visi- 
ted Niheveh, where he formed acquaintance of Mp. Layard, 
with whom he was associated during many of his interesting 
investigations. He visited the East a second time m 
1854, and came back to England again in 1856. Through 
Mr. Layard, who is a relative of Lady Huntley, Dr. Bowen 
received f om the Marquis of Huntley a nomination to the 
rectory of Ortou Longueville, near Peterborough, to which 
he was instituted by the Bishop of Ely in 1853. The parish. 
having but a small population, he obtained, without difficulty, 
a license of non-residence, in order that he might indulge in 
his Eastern travels. This living he held up tothe time he 
was appointed to the bishopric of Sierra Leone, to which he 
was consecrated in the chapel of Lambeth Palace on the 28d. 
of September, 1857. On the 13th of December, 1857, Bishop 
Bowen arrived at Sierra Leone, and on the 28th May last he 
died, in consequence of a malignant attack of yellow fever. 
Three bishops have thus been sacrificed to the terrible climate 
of Sierra Leone. ‘The see was constituted in 1852.
